STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


Clement Heegle, a Young Man Living Ht 


Otttowu, Killed on Saturday. 


OTTTOWN, June 
25.—One of 
the 


most exciting events that has ever 
occurred in this community for some 
time, took place Saturday evening, 
when the news was flashed through 
the neighborhood that Clement Beegle, 
oldest son of Mrs. Annie Beegle, was 
lost. 


Clement was cleaning the rye out of 


a wheat field for M. P. Shaw, who 
told him to come home at five o'clock. 
When Mr. Shaw came from Bedford 
about half past seven he found the 
boy was not there. He at once seemed 
to think something had happened, 
since the boy was always prompt and 
obedient. 
He therefore notified a 


number of his neighbors and the 
search was begun and continued for 
two or three hours, when the lifeless 
body was found in the middle of one 
of F. M. Ott's fields, which lay in a di- 
rect line with the field in which Clem- 
ent was working and the home of Mr. 
Shaw, to which the boy was undoubt- 
edly going. 


From the condition of his clothing, 


and since an awful thunder storm 
passed over this section, it was evi- 
dent that he was struck and killed by 
lightning; nevertheless the coroner, 
M. A. Stoner, was summoned and he 
held an inquest. 
The jury's verdict 


was that the young man came to his 
death by being struck by lightning. 
The clothes of decedent were torn into 
shreds and his body burned from his 
head to his feet. 


Clements Beegle was born on Feb- 


ruary 24, 1885, and met his death on 
June 32, 1901, aged sixteen years, three 
months and twenty-eight days. 
He 


was a member of the Lutheran church 
and was beloved and respected by all 
who knew him. He was quiet and peace- 
able and, above all, a Christian. 
The 


funeral services were conducted by his 
pastor, Rev. J. W.'Ling-le.

The Outlook For Good \'lelcls Is lUore 


Favorable. 


The weather bureau's weekly sum- 


mary of crop conditions is as follows: 
The temperature conditions of the 
week ending June 31 were highly fa- 
vorable in nearly all parts of the coun- 
try, especially in the Reeky mountain 
region and on the Pacific coast, where 
the previous week was abnormally 
cool. The South Atlantic states, which 
suffered from excessive rains in the 
previous week, have experienced more 
favorable conditions lor cultivation, 
which has been seriously delayed. 
Rain is now very generally needed in 
the Central and West Gulf states, in- 
cluding Arkansas and southern Mis- 
souri. 


Further and general improvement in 


the condition of corn is indicated. In 
Nebraska, the Dakotas and portions of 
Iowa the crop is in need of cultivation, 
but is generally clean in the last named 
state. In Missouri corn is holding out 
well, but the southern portion of the 
state must have rain soon or sustain 
serious damage. In Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio corn is backward, but is now 
making rapid growth. In the south- 
ern states the corn crop is doing well, 
except in Texas, Louisiana and south- 
ern Mississippi, where it is greatly in 
need of rain, especially in Texas. In 
the Atlantic coast states the crop has 
made favorable progress, but needs 
cultivation in portions of the Virginias 
and Carolinas. 


Winter wheat harvest has advanced 


under favorable conditions during the 
week and is now in progress in the 
northern portions of the central and 
western districts of the winter wheat 
belt,

CURRENT COMMENT. 


The seventh annual meeting of the 


Pennsylvania Bar association, held at 
the Bedford Springs hotel on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday, was largely 
attended. The first session, Tuesday 
morning, was mainly occupied with 
President William Scott's annual ad- 
dress, his subject being "The Legisla- 
tion of 1901." Mr. Scott briefly reca- 
pitulated the many acts passed by the 
legislature and referred to the "rip- 
per" legislation as causing much sur- 
prise. He said the effect of it was to 
vest in the governor the practical con- 
trol of the government of cities of the 
second class for a period of two years. 
If this could ba done for cities of the 
second class for two years there was 
no apparent reason why the legisla- 
ture could not confer such power with 
respect to all municipalities for twen- 
ty years. 


The rest of the forenoon session was 


taken up with the reading of the re- 
ports of the various committees. The 
report of the treasurer, William Penn 
Lloyd, showed that there is a balance 
in favor of the association of $6,347.58. 


At the afternoon session a minute 


on the death of Edward P. Allinson, 
who was the first secretary of the as- 
sociation, was presented. Addresses 
were made by Judge J. W. Simonton, 
S. C. Dickson, W. P. Lloyd and W. U 
Ilensel. Each speaker paid an elo- 
quent tribute to the high character 
and executive ability of Mr. Allinson. 
He was referred to as the "founder 
and pillar" of the association. 


Tuesday evening Judge U. M. Rose 


made an able address on "The Rise of 
Constitutional Law," in which he gave 
an interesting historical review of the 
Magna Charta and the influence it had 
upon the civil liberty of the nations. 


Wednesday morning's session was 


devoted to a consideration of reports 
of committees, unfinished business and 
the reading of bills for proposed legis- 
lation. In the afternoon the lawyers 
took a half holiday and enjoyed the 
sights to be seen at the Springs and 
vicinity and in the historic old town. 


Wednesday evening S. W. Dana dis- 


cussed the subject, "Law and Letters, 
or Some Reflections on the Relations of 
our Profession to Literature." A paper 
was also to have been presented by R. 
L. Ashhurst dealing with the career of 
William Morris Meredith, but this fea- 
ture was postponed until the next 
morning. 


The programme for Thursday morn- 


ing's session consisted of a discussion 
of papers, reports of committees and 
special business. The order of business 
for the afternoon was the appoint- 
ment of delegates to the American Bar 
association, unfinibhed business, new 
business and the election of officers. 


The meeting closed with the annual 


banquet yesterday evening.

John Chaney Hungs Himself In a Stable at 


Dellanoe, 


One of the domestics employed at 


Robert Mclntyre's hotel, at Defiance, 
was startled Sunday morning at eight 
o'clock, when, upon going into the 
stable on the premises to get some 
fire-wood, she discovered the lifeless 
body of a man suspended in the air by 
a rope, one end of which was fastened 
to the timbers above his head and the 
other around his neck. 


The suicide was John Chaney. 
Sunday morning Mr. Chaney arose 


about six o'clock. 
He entered the 


stable by the back door, tied the front 
doDr shut with a shoestring and then 
climbed up a ladder, put a rope around 
his neck, fastened the loose end to the 
woodwork and jumped. 


Coroner M. A. Stoner, of Bedford, 


was summoned to Defiance but after 
he learned the facts he concluded it 
would not be necessary to hold an 
inquest. 


John Chaney was about fifty-four 


years of age. He was married twice; 
both of his wives are dead. Two chil- 
dren living in the west survive him and 
a brother and sister live at Defiance. 


Two years ago Mr. Chanay suffered 


a paralytic stroke and ever since his 
mind was affected. It is throught he 
was temporarily insane when he took 
his life. He said on Saturday last that 
"there would be a man dead who was 
never dead before." 


The body was interred in the Evans 


cemetery at Coaldale on Monday.

school and poor taxes in the cities of 
the third class and providing that the 
city treasurers of such cities should 
be the collector of these taxes. 


Taxing all orders, checks, dividends, 


coupons, pass books or other paper 
representing wages or earnings of an 
employee not paid in cash to the em- 
ployee or member of his family; to 
provide for a report to the auditor 
general of the same and for the failure 
to make reports. 


Authorizing appeals from the decis- 


ion of the various courts of common 
pleas in assessment of tax cases to 
the supreme or superior court of the 
commonwealth. 


Amending an act providing for the 


centralization of township schools so 
that school boards may maintain 
schools in sub-districts. 


George Gettys Gibson. 


George Gettys Gibson was born at 


Everett on October 1,1831, and died at 
his home in Tyrone on Saturday, of 
Bright's disease. The deceased was a 
son of George W. and Hannah Gibson. 
On July 34, 1855, he was united in 
marriage to Miss Catharine Fluke. 
After their marriage Mr. and Mrs. 
Gibson resided at Hopewell for twenty- 
seven years. For a livelihood Mr. Gib- 
son engaged in farming, the manufac- 
ture of brick and butchering. In 1883, 
with his family, he removed to Peters- 
burg, and five years later the family 
settled in Tyrone and have resided 
there since then. Mr. Gibson at first 
conducted a butcher shop, but the past 
four or five years he had charge of a 
small store for the sale of groceries, 
etc. At the age of twenty years the 
deceased became a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal church and was an 
active member of that denomination 
during his entire adult life. He was 
one of two leading spirits in the organ- 
ization of the Methodist church at 
Hopewell many years ago. On Sep- 
tember 8,1804, he enlisted in Company 
H, Two Hundred and Eighth Penn- 
sylvania volunteers, and served in the 
famous Hartranft division in the Army 
of the Potomac, being discharged and 
returning home to his family on the 
1st of June, 1805, after the close of the 


War. 
On June 13, 1838, he became a 


member of Post 173,Grand Army of the 
Republic, and has since that time been 
an active comrade of the post. 
After 


the institution of Hopewell lodge, In- 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows, years 
ago, Mr. Gibson was the first person in- 
itiated into the mysteries of the order. 
At the institution of Tyrone senate, 
Knights Ancient Essenic Order, last 
October, he became a member of that 
society. The body of decedent was 
interred in the Tyrone cemetery. Mr. 
Gibson is survived by his wife and these 
children: Mary E. and Phcebe M. 
Gibson and Mrs. Hannah Moore, of 
Tyrone; Charles Wesley Gibson, of 
Nebraska; Jesse A. Gibson, of Palmer, 
la., and Herbert 0. Gibson, of Osceola 
Mills. One brother and one sister also 
survive, namely, Henry F. Gibson, of 
near Bedford, and Mrs. Mary Kohr. 


Certificate of Freedom.

paper of John Hamilton, late of Bed- 
ford, deceased, a sketch of whose life 
we published in TIIE GAZETTE : 


Virginia, Hampshire county, to wit: 


John Hamilton, a free negro, five feet 
nine and three-fourth inches high,- 
twenty years old the 24th day of July 
next, with a scar on the end of the 
second finger on the left hand, a slight 
scar on the left cheek, rather a prom- 
inent forehead, thick lips and aflat 
nose and a good countenance, libera- 
ted by the last will and testament of 
William Billing, deceased, which is 
recorded in the county court of Hamp- 
shire on the 35th day of November, 


1839. 
Registered this 38th day of De- 


cember, 1840. 


At a court held for Hampshire county 


the 28th day of December,1840, ordered 
that the register made by the clerk of 
this court of John Hamilton, a free 
person of color, liberated by the will 
of William Duling.is correct. 


I, John B. White, clerk of the 


county court of Hampshire, do hereby 
certify 
that the above are true 


transcripts from the records of my 
office. 


In witness whereof I have hereto set 


my hand and affixed the seal of said 
county this 33d day of February, 1841.

WASHINSTON, June 25 —Protests from 


business organizations and influential 
individuals have brought the adminis- 
tration to a realizing sense of the 
blunder Secretary Gage made in invit- 
ing the present tariff war with Russia.

But 
that it is really recognized as a blun- 
der is shown from the fact, also official- 
ly announced, that Secretary Hay 
has, under instructions, explained the 
matter to the Russian government, 
with the hope of being able to bring 
about a satisfactory re-adjustment of 
the matter. 
If Secretary Gage was 


right why should the diplomacy of the 
state department 
be called 
in to 


straighten oat what followed rightful 
acts ? This administration very fre- 
quently makes the mistake of under- 
rating the intelligence of the public. 


Mr. McKinley's dilatoriness in nam- 


ing a new commissioner of pensions 
has put the Republican opponents of 
Commissioner Evans in a very ugly 
mood and they are letting out cam- 
paign secrets. 
"Corporal" Tanner, 


who has been prominent in the fight 
against Evans, said: "I do not know 
whether it is a fact that is known to 
the public or not, but it is true never- 
theless, that the national Republican 
committee, prior to the last election, 
promised faithfully that Mr. Evans 
would be retired from the office of pen- 
sion commissioner upon the beginning 
of President McKinley's second admin- 
istration, in case of his re-election.

A new offer made by John 'Wanamaker 
has served to fan the fires kindled by 
Ashbridge. Robert H. Foerderer, one 
of the ringleaders of the eoterie of 
political pirates who have Philadelphia 
by the throat, is responsible for the 
merchant prince's second proposition, 
which is an answer to the former's 
statement to the effect that Mr. Wan- 
amaker's previous offer of 83,500,000 for 
the franchises which were given away 
was not made in good faith, nor intend- 
ed to be taken seriously. 
Mr. Wana- 


maker says: 


RKPKESESTATIVK BAHCOCK who wants 


to cut down the tariff on goods that 
we can produce cheaper than foreign 
manufacturers is pcrsonmwn grata with 
the rabid protectionists of his party 
They seem determined to prevent Bab- 
cock from being a Moses. 
They pre- 


fer to remain in the wilderness.

deepening of the Delaware river chan- 


nel, and one million be applied to the 
building of public schools and for the 
purposes of public education." 


Mr. Wanamaker furthermore agrees 


to provide 3 cent fares between the 
hours of 
."> and S in the morning and 


5 and 7 in the evening and stipulates 
that the city may take back the 
franchises at any time within ten years 
upon payment of the actual sums ex- 
pended in the enterprises covered by 
the charters. To prove that he has 
no desire to go into the railroad busi- 
ness Mr. Wanamaker agrees, if the 
holders of the franchises accept his 
offer, to put the franchises up at 
auction and turn, over to the city "any 
sum bid for them in excess of that 
which'' he pays for them. If this offer 
is not acceptable, he asks to be in- 
formed "what sum will tempt" the 
possessors of the franchises to sur- 
render their privileges. In conclusion, 
he says: 


"There may be those who will raise 


an ethical objection to the payment of 
any sum of money to persons obtain- 
ing valuable property by such meth- 
ods. As a question of casuistry there 
may be some force in such objections, 
but I am advised that the payment 
proposed in this letter of a half million 
dollars to you and your associates 
would not he indictable as the com- 
pounding of a felony, but would be 
defensible as a bonus merely paid for 
the restitution of public property 
wrongfully obtained."

BUFFALO, N. Y., June

een the Pan-American exposition and 
eveled in its myriad beauties and 
okens of nineteenth century progress, 
he pen of the most gifted writer or the 
rush of the greatest painter could 
ot do justice to the scene presented 


Any attempt to give the reader 


nything like an adequate description 
f the exposition would prove futile, 
ut a few notes made in passing will 
>e of interest to all and perhaps en- 
onrage them to make a pilgrimage to 
his now most interesting spot on 
arth. 
The site of the Pan-American expo- 
ition is an ideal one. 
It is on high 


ground and includes many acres of 
mproved park lands. 
It would be 


ifficultf though, for a stranger to dis- 
tinguish the division line, so perfect 
s the blending of the parts. There is 
a wealth of foilage and hundreds , of 
beds of lovely flowers, interspersed 
vith grassy glades and graveled walks. 


The buildings, of which there are 


lome twenty very large ones for ex- 
hibits and about one hundred smaller 


including state and foreign 


buildings, midway show buildings, 
etc., are radiant with color. 
This is 


a distinct departure from the custom 
which obtained with the earliest expo- 
sitions and has been followed up to this 
time. At nearly all the expositions 
the buildings have been white. 
The 


idea of the color scheme for expositions 
is not a new one. It has been attempt- 
ed a number of times and as often 
ibandoned. It has remained for the 
creators of the Pan-American exposi- 
tion to carry out the scheme success- 
fully. 
The variety of colors adds 


wondrous beauty to the scene and re- 
lieves the eye of that strain which 
solid white walls gave. 


In the midst of these buildings is a 


tower 410 feet high, most beautiful in 
design and graceful in 
proportions. 


This is the electric tower, pictures 
and descriotions of which have made 
many thousands of people eager to visit 
the exposition. Every visitor pauses 
in wonder and admiration before this 
splendid structure. 
FrDm a niche in 


the face of the tower pours a great 
volume of water, which is broken into 
spray by a reflector and falls upon 
broad ledges from which it flows into 
an immense basin, in which are several 
fountains, jeta in which rise to a great 
height. 
By day the scene here is 


grand and inspiring. By night, when 
thousands of incandescent lights and a 
hundred searchlights illuminate the 
tower and its surroundings, the gran- 
deur and inspiration are increased a 
thousand fold. It is a picture that 
must linger forever in the memory. 
While one stands entranced by the 
sight the color everywhere changes to 
purple, and from that to red, and to 
blue, to violet and to green.

Here the water projected into the air 
assumes various beautiful forms and 
,t night all are under the play of vari- 
colored electric lights. 
Nothing ex- 


celling this picture has ever been 
created by man for the pleasure of his 
allows. The framing is superb, the 
rreat structures on all sides being 
aglow with electric light.

grounds and it is always dotted with 
gay craft. In thia lake rides at anchor 
the sloop "Spray" in which 
Capt. 


Joshua Slocum sailed alone around the 
world. The captain and his wife and 
son are on the sloop to receive and en- 
tertain visitors 
On the shore of the 


lake is a United States government 
life-saving station, completely equip- 
ped with all the latest up-to-date de- 
vices for saving life along the coasts 
A erew of Dnited States life savers are 
stationed here and they give daily 
exhibitions of their work. 


An interesting experience, and one 


which visitors to the exposition gener- 
ally avail themselves of, is at the elec- 
tric tower. Elevators run to a land- 
ing 370 feet above the ground, from 
which there is a grand outlook, the- 
vision having a wide range for many 
miles around, sweeping the entire Ni- 
agara frontier. 


Visitors who have the time can put 


in several days pleasantly and prefitt- 
hly viewing the exhibits in the various 
buildings. The display in the electrici 
ty building is far ahead of anything 
ever seen before. The reader will be- 
gin to feel something like appreciation 
when it is stated that the electrica. 
display is up-to-date in every particu- 
lar. 
In the last decade there have 


been remarkable strides in this impor 
tant field and all the wonderful inven- 
tions are shown here. 


The ordnance exhibit is another fea- 


ture which is far superior to anything 
of the kind ever before provided by an 
exposition. The display of big guns 
by the Dnited States government is 
commanding the wonder and admin - 
tion of every visitor.

Dollarn In Odd Shapes. 


Under the law a silver dollar may be 


a grain and a half overweightoragrain 
and a half under weight, and this 
"limitof tolerance" applies toall of our 
silver coins. Jn other words, they are 
not allowed to vary more than that 
much from the standard. In the case 
of gold pieces, the limit is half a grain 
either way, up to the eagle; a varia- 
tion of as much as one grain being per- 
missible in the ten and twenty dollar 
pieces. 
Whenever a fresh batch oi 


dollars is turned out at the mint sam- 
ples are forwarded to the treasury at 
Washington, 
where they are put 


through a very curious process. Bach 
dollar is first weighed on exquisitely 
delicate scales, to make sure that it is 
heavy enough and yet not too heavy. 
Then it is passed between two steel 
rollers again and again, until it it 
flattened out and transformed into a 
thin strip of silver— a sort of ribbon— 
a foot and a half in length. Then it 
is put beneath a little machine provid 
ed with several small punches, bj 
which hundreds of tiny disks arf 
punched out of the metal strip. Now 
the object of this performance is tt 
obtain samples of metal from all part 
of the dollar, inasmuch as it is conceiv 
able that one portion might be riche 
in silver than another. 
The little 


disks are shuffled together and a fen 
of them, taken at random from the lot 
are subjected to an assay. Thus thi 
fineness of the material of the dollar i 
ascertained with absolute accuracy 
and, the weight having been alreadj 
determined, the value and correctnes 
of the coin are perfectly known. Th 
samole nieces having been found cor 


across the broad esplanade to the 
Court of the Fountains, one gets a 
view the remembrance of which must 
be forever. 


From this .viewpoint it would seem 


that the electric tower bounded the 
glories of this central part of the ex- 
position, but such is not the fact.

sive field. Here various racing con- 
tests, baseball, lacrosse, polo and many 
other games are played. The seating 
capacity is 12.000. Admission to the 
stadium is free to all in attendance at 
the fair. 


On the west is a similar entrance to 


the midway, a place of unbounded in- 
terest for visitors. 
Here one might 


spend days pleasantly and profitably 
The midway is not only a place of 
amusement, but a great educator, af- 
fording as it does glimpses of life in 
many foreign lands. It is only a step 
from the "Streets of Mexico" with its 
characteristic bull-fight to the "Hawai- 
ian Village" and the "Burning Moun- 
tain of Kilaeau," and across the street 
is the "Beautiful Orient" with its cam- 
els,asses and peculiar dances and sword 
contests, while within easy walking 
distances are to be found faithful re- 
productions of life in the Philippines, 
Africa, Japan, Germany, Italy and 
Greenland, the south before the war 
and the Klondike. Here one may ex- 
perience the pleasures of a "Trip to the 
Moon," visit "Heaven aud H^ll," be 
elevated in the cars of the aerio cycle 
to an altitude of 275 feet, study the 
American Indian in the "Indian Con- 
gress," see Bostock's Trained 
Wild 


Animals, look in at the famous diving 
elks anil wild water sports, see repro- 
duced in pictures scenes in "Jerusalem 
on the Day oi the Crucifixion," "Battle 
of Missionary Ridge," "Johnstown 
Flood," and incidents in the career of 
Cleopatra. Here also are a glass fac- 
tory, a Moorish palace, a house upside 
down, "Dreamland" or mirror maze, a 
gold mine, scenic railway and rivers, a 
Gypsy camp, the White City in minia- 
ture and many other choice attractions. 


Encircling the larger buildings of 


the exposition is a grand canal on 
which are always to be seen gondolas,

TIRED OF THE TRIP, 


So H« Got Out or the Balloon By the Jnmp 


JKoute. 


"I -svcnt iip in a balloon once, and 1 


never want to irmkc stiHi a trip again," 
said Colonel A. Noel lUakeuian. "My 
experience- us an aeronaut was in Lon- 
don," be continued, "and it would 
never have occurred but for a friend 1 
chanced to meet there. He was going 
to make an ascent, and he persuaded 
me to accompany him. 


"The ballcon was a feature of some 


big exhibition, and every day H was 
Inflated and made an ascent, with four 
or five passengers, In charge of an ex- 
perienced aeronaut. There were about 
five in the party the day 1 took the trip. 
TVe got into the basket, which was 
boxed in quite high, then let the rope 
go, and we shot up about 3.000 feet. It 
was interesting to look down on the 
world and hear the noises of London 
streets coming from so far below. The 
balloon sailed along smoothly, and we 
drifted for about eight miles. 


"It Mas when we tried to descend 


that the trouble began. The method 
was to throw out anchors as the bal- 
loon settled toward the earth. 
The 


aeronaut said that when one of these 
anchors caught firmly he would haul 
the balloon down to the tree in which 
the anchor was expected to become 
fastened. This would be done by wind- 
Ing in the rope on a winch in the car. 
We would be expected to climb out of 
the balloon into the tree, he said, and 
he would then take hold of the valve 
rope and. standing a safe distance 
away, open the valve, let the gas es- 
cape, and the big affair would collapse 
and sink. 
He informed us that we 


must get clear of the sinking folds, as 
they would come down fast, and if 
they caught and covered us we would 
tie in an atmosphere of most poisonous 
gas. 


"All this was very Interesting, but 


we did not seem to be making very 
much progress toward the point where 
•we would have to look out for the de- 
scending folds of the collapsing bal- 
loon. The anchors caught In a whole 
lot of trees, but they did not hold. One 
would get tangled in a tree, and then 
the balloon would sway far over, tilt- 
Ing the basket in which we were until 
it seemed that we would be spilled oiu. 
Then the anchor would break loose, 
and we would shoot up again. 


"I became very tired of this and told 


the aeronaut that I thought it was time 
to bring the voyage to a conclusion. 
He told me If 1 did not like it I could 
Jump out. At flrst 1 thought he was 
simply resentful of my remark, but he 
said he meant what he said. 


" -When the car tilts over again, you 


climb out on the edge,' he said, 'and let 
go. It will probably be a plowed field 
underneath us. and you won't get hurt.' 


"Well. I did as he suggested. When 


the anchor caught again, I climbed out 
and hung to the edge of the car. When 
1 saw that the car was as low as It was 
likely to get, 1 let go. 1 dropped about 
12 feet, and. as he expected, a plowed 
field was below us. 


"As soon as 1 dropped out the bal- 


loon, relieved of my weight, shot up in 
the air again and soared off. I walked 
to the nearest road and continued along 
it until I came to an inn. 


"1 asked the landlord how far it was 


to London, and he told me it was eight 
miles. I ordered a carriage to take me 
there, and while 1 was waiting the 
landlord asked me where I had come 
from. 


"1 took him to the door of the inn, 


and. pointing to tbe balloon, which was 
then sailing along about a quarter of a 
mile above the ground, 1 said, '1 jump- 
ed out of that.' 


"The man looked at me in alarmed 


fashion, and after I had returned to the 
sitting room I noticed that several peo- 
ple peered through the window at me. 


"Finally my four wheeler was ready, 


and I set off for London After we had 
driven along for half an hour or so the 
coachman suddenly turned the horse in 
through a gate, and we drove into a big 
courtyard. 
I yelled to him aud asked 


him what he meant, that I wanted to 
go straight to London, but he paid no 
attention and slowly circled the court. 
When he stopped on the other side, a 
man wearing glasses stuck his head In 
the carriage, scrutinizing me closely, 
pulled back, said something to the 
coachman, and we drove on to London.

way, and that is to seat yourself on the 
side of the train from which may be 
observed the white mile posts that line 
the road and hold your watch on them. 
If yon have a split second watch, it 
will prove Interesting to note that 
while you made one mile in GO seconds 
the next was covered in 53 and the 
third in TO seconds, and so on, as tbe 
speed of tue train increases or slack- 
ens. You may also follow around the 
little second hand on an ordinary 
watch. It kills time. 


"Some pretend to say that they can 


tell the speed of the train by counting 
the telegraph poles. If there were an 
exact number of telegraph poles to ev- 
ery mile, this might be done by a little 
figuring, but there is a difference. The 
number of telegraph poles to a mile 
vary from 33 to -10, depending upon the 
straight stretches and the curves in the 
track, the latter having more poles 
than the former. So, you see, it Is not 
as easy as the drummer would have 
tbe other passengers believe. 


"If the poles are planted 33 to tbe 


mile, they are 1GO feet apart, and every 
11 passed represents a third of a mile. 
If placed 40 to a mile, they are 132 feet 
apart, and every 20 represents half a 
mile. 


"These are easy figures to remember, 


and by applying them on-a journey a 
passenger may obtain an idea more or 
less accurate of the speed of the train. 


"Another way is to attempt to count 


the clicks of the wheels of the truck of 
your car as they pass over the rails 
where joined. The rails of the roads as 
placed today are too evenly Joined to 
arrive at an exact determination by 
this method, because if you miss two or 
three joints your calculations are 
thrown out as to accuracy. 


"However, there are railroad men 


•who cannot tell yon 1 lie number of rails 
to the mile of their own roads, and 
rails vary in length, the average being 
30 feet some 33 feet and some 60 feet. 
At 30 feet there are 176 rails to the 
mile, and if you can count 170 consecu- 
tive clinks as your train flies along you 
may determine its speed and not other- 
wise."—Washington Star.

000 acres of land devoted to tobacco, of 
which 11,000 acres are in New England.

The average yield per acre throughout 
the country is 700 pounds, but in New 
England it is 1,700 pounds.

Dear Friend:—It is very hot down 


here now—about 110 in the sh»de~bnt 
one good thing is, it gets cool at night. 
Thunder-showers are quite frequent at 
this time of the year. 


We have three seasons here. The 


climate of the Philippines varies little 
from that of other places in the same 
latitude. The first, cold and dry, com- 
mences in November; the second, warm 
but still dry, begins in March, the 
greatest heat being experiened from 
April to the end of May; and the third, 
which is excessively wet, continues 
from June to the middle of November. 


The natives speak the Tagola lan- 


guage; there are also a great many of 
them who speak the Spanish language. 
I suppose both languages were taught 
in the schools here before the insurrec- 
tion 


The products are sugar, hemp, tobac- 


co, coflee and indigo. The natives live 
principally on rice; corn is also used to 
a certain extent. I wish you could see 
them preparing their rice for eating 
They have a swell way of doing it. 
They first take a block of wood, which 
is generally about three feet long and 
fifteen or eighteen inches square, with 
a large cavity in one side of the block, 
and after pouring some rice in the 
block they take a short pole and com- 
mence stamping it, so as to get the

MK WALTEK F. MOOBE : 


Dear Friend : — It is very hot down 


here now— about 110 in the shade— but 
one good thing is, it gets cool at night. 
Thunder-showers are quite frequent at 
this time of the year. 


We have three seasons here. The 


climate of the Philippines varies little 
from that of other places in the same 
latitude. The first, cold and dry, com- 
mencesinNovember; the second, warm 
but still dry, begins in March, the 
greatest heat being experiened from 
April to the end of May; and the third, 
which is excessively wet, continues 
from June to the middle of November. 


The natives speak the Tagola lan- 


guage; there are also a great many of 
them who speak the Spanish language. 
I suppose both languages were taught 
in the schools here before the insurrec- 
tion. 


The products are sugar, hemp, tobac- 


co, coffee and indigo. The natives live 
principally on rice; corn is also used to 
a certain extent. I wish you could see 
them preparing their rice for eating. 
They have a swell way of doing it, 
They first take a block of wood, which 
is generally about three feet long and 
fifteen or eighteen inches square, with 
a large cavity in one side of the block,
